FACELIFT makes it possible to instantly create NINETY TWO different type sizes, styles 
and weights on the EPSON MX-80*, MX-100*, RX-80, RX-100, FX-80 or FX-IOOdot matrix 
printers, and over 400 different type sizes, styles and weights on the new EPSON 
LQ-1500! 

There is no longer any need to learn complicated commands, or programming. 
FACELIFT will work on many of the popular personal computers, including the IBM-PC, 
the EPSON QX-10, the APPLE II Series and most of their compatibles. You can use 
FACELIFT with a wide variety of word processing software and virtually all of the popular 
spreadsheet and accounting programs. 

All you have to do is follow the easy on-screen instructions.

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HOW TO USE THIS MANUAL 


This manual has been written in simple, step by step form. 

When used properly, you should become familiar with how to operate FACELIFT in a mat¬ 
ter of minutes. 

After reading the introduction, simply locate the instructions that correspond to your 
computer or computer type (ie. IBM or IBM Compatible, Apple, Epson QX-10 or other 
CP/M operating systems with 5 V4 ” Disk Drives), and after you have read them, refer to 
the Appendix called for. 

Until you are familiar with the typefaces and combinations available, it is helpful to refer to 
the appendices on a regular basis. 

You should also read the chapters on using FACELIFT with Word Processing and Non¬ 
word Processing Programs. 
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USING FACELIFT ON THE EPSON QX-10 

I . GETTING STARTED: _ 

Make a back-up copy! 

Before you do anything else, protect your FACELIFT disk by making a back-up copy. Use 
either the VALDOCS or the CP/M Copy Disk function of the QX-10 to copy the entire disk. 
Then store the original FACELIFT Disk where it will be safe and use the copy. 

I I. SIMPLE METHOD: Transfer your FACELIFT program to your working 

disk. __ 

METHOD A: TO USE FACELIFT WITH VALDOCS FILES ONLY: 

There are several easy ways to use FACELIFT. The simplest, however, is to use the 

VALDOCS COPY DISK function to 

1. Copy your FACELIFT program.. .either XF.BAS for any of the X Series 
Printers or LF.BAS for the LQ-1500... onto a VALDOCS FORMATTED data 

disk. 

You do this by using the < S > ingle File and the < N > on-indexed File Commands. If you 
are not familiar with how to do this, consult your VALDOCS User’s Guide. 

Then you will also need to 

2. Copy MBASIC.COM from your CP/M disk onto the same DATA DISK using the 
same VALDOCS COPY DISK procedure as above. 

Make certain that both files are copied to the same names as shown above. 

You should be aware, however, that the FACELIFT program and MBASIC take up almost 
30k of memory.. .or approximately ten typewritten pages. If this is too much memory for 
you to take away from the other data you will want on that disk, or if you plan to use 
FACELIFT with other CP/M programs as well, then you might want to keep a SEPARATE 
FACELIFT DISK as outlined in SECTION III which follows. 

METHOD B: TO USE FACELIFT WITH CP/M FILES ONLY: 

There are several easy ways to use FACELIFT with CP/M programs. The simplest, 
however, is to use either the PIP Command or the VALDOCS COPY DISK function to 

1. Copy your FACELIFT program.. .either XF.BAS for any of the X Series 
Printers and LF.BAS for the LQ-1500... onto a CP/M FORMATTED data disk. 

If you use the VALDOCS COPY DISK function, utilize the < S > ingle File and the < N > on- 
indexed File commands. If you are not familiar with how to do this, consult your VALDOCS 
User’s Guide. 

Then you will also need to 

2. Copy MBASIC.COM from your CP/M disk onto the same DATA DISK using 
either the PIP COMMAND or the VALDOCS COPY DISK procedure as above. 

Make certain that both files are copied to the same names as shown above. 

You should be aware, however, that the FACELIFT program and MBASIC take up almost 
30k of memory.. .or approximately ten typewritten pages. If this is too much memory for 
you to take away from the other data you will want on that disk, or if you plan to use 
FACELIFT with other CP/M programs as well, then you might want to keep a SEPARATE 
FACELIFT DISK as outlined in SECTION III which follows.

I II. KEEPING FACELIFT ON A SEPARATE DISK FOR CP/M, VALDOCS OR 
BOTH: _ 

You may decide that it is better to keep FACELIFT on a separate disk so as not to take up 
too much room on your data disks, or to avoid having to copy it to every data disk you are 
using. 

YOU CAN MAKE 1) A VALDOCS ONLY DISK (WHICH WILL ONLY WORK WITH 
YOUR VALDOCS SYSTEMS DISK), or 2) A COMBINATION VALDOCS & CP/M 
DISK (WHICH WILL WORK AS A PROGRAM DISK IN THE "B” DRIVE WITH ANY 
CP/M PROGRAM YOU MIGHT HAVE IN THE “A” DRIVE, AS A SYSTEMS & PRO¬ 
GRAM DISK BY ITSELF IN THE "A" DRIVE OR AS A PROGRAM DISK TO BE USED 
IN CONJUNCTION WITH VALDOCS). 

METHOD A: VALDOCS ONLY DISK 

1. Format a disk using the VALDOCS COPY DISK function. 

2. Copy the FACELIFT program.. .XF.BAS FOR X SERIES PRINTERS... 
LF.BAS FOR THE LQ-1500... onto the Formatted disk using the VALDOCS COPY DISK 
function. Utilize the< S>ingle File and <N>on-lndexed File Commands. 

3. Copy MBASIC.COM from your CP/M disk onto the formatted VALDOCS disk using 
the same COPY DISK procedure as in point 2. 

Your FACELIFT disk is now ready to use by itself with the VALDOCS operating SYSTEM. 
Use it in the RIGHT (B) DRIVE of your QX-10. 

METHOD B: COMBINATION CP/M AND VALDOCS DISK 

1. FORMAT a disk for CP/M using the CP/M COPYDISK function. 

2. Add the SYSTEMS commands using the CP/M COPYDISK function. 

3. Add your FACELIFT PROGRAM. ..either XF.BAS for the X SERIES PRINTERS or 
LF.BAS for the LQ-1500. . .using either the CP/M PIP command or the VALDOCS COPY 
DISK function utilizing the <S>Ingle File and the <N>on-lndexed File commands. 

4. Add MBASIC.COM to the disk using either the CP/M PIP command or the 
VALDOCS COPY DISK function utilizing both the <S>Ingle File and the <N>on- 
Indexed File commands. 

You now have a FACELIFT disk that you can use as follows: 

A. On its own in the RIGHT (A) DRIVE...see instruction IV-B. PRINTING CP/M FILES, 
METHOD A. 

B. As a supplementary PROGRAM DISK to another CP/M program.. .see instruction IV- 

C. PRINTING CP/M FILES METHOD B. 

C. As a VALDOCS data disk accessed through the MENU KEY...see instruction 
IV-A. PRINTING VALDOCS FILES. 
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IV. USING FACELIFT 


A: PRINTING VALDOCS FILES 
STEP 1: SETTING THE PRINTER. 

1. If FACELIFT is already on the disk you are using, go to point 2. 

If FACELIFT is on a SEPARATE DISK, remove your data disk, insert the disk containing 
FACELIFT and proceed from point 2 below. 

2. Press the MENU button. 

3. Select <M>enu of Applications and hit RETURN. 

4. At the next screen you will be asked - Which Drive? - Select <R>ight Drive and 

hit RETURN. 

5. You will get an index screen listing MBASIC.COM atthe top. Select MBASIC.COM 
and hit RETURN. 

6. The next screen will ask you to enter any commands needed by the application. 

On the line provided, if you have an MX, RX or FX printer 
type XF 

If you are using an LQ-1500, then 
type LF 

After a couple of seconds, the screen will briefly display the MICROSOFT BASIC 
copyright announcement, which will be followed almost immediately by the FACELIFT 
copyright screen. 

7. And that’s it! You’re in the program and the rest is even easier. 

8. On the FACELIFT copyright screen you will be instructed to PRESS ANY KEY for 
the TYPEFACE MENU. 

9. If your printer is not turned on or ready, you will be asked to MAKE SURE THAT 
YOUR PRINTER IS ON AND READY. Otherwise, you will not be able to enter the Menu. 

10. You will hear a BEEP from the printer signalling that it’s ready, and the Typeface 
Menu will come up on the screen. 

11. Select from the Menu by pressing the typing key letter that corresponds to the face 
you desire... B for Babyface, C for Condensed, etc. Your selection will appear in brackets 
at the bottom of the screen. On the LQ-1500, to print in < L>etter Quality, be sure to 
press <L>. 

SEE APPENDIX 1-A FOR COMBINATIONS YOU CAN USE WITH VALDOCS. 

(NOTE: Each time you make a selection, the screen will momentarilly go blank, in¬ 
dicating that the printer is loading your request. If, by accident, you should press a let¬ 
ter which does not correspond to one of the available typefaces, the Monitor will BEEP 
to signal your error, and no letter will enter the brackets.) 

12. If you should press a typeface letter you do not want, simply hit the SPACE BAR to 
CLEAR the commands. You will hear a BEEP from the printer signaling that it is again 
ready. The letters you have previously selected will disappear from the brackets at the 
bottom of the screen. You may CLEAR the commands as many times as you need to. 

13. When you’ve made your selection, press RETURN and the QX-10 will BEEP to let 
you know it’s taking you back to VALDOCS. You’ll have to wait a few moments for the edit 
screen to load, however. 

THE PRINTER IS NOW SET. Press CTRL M to change Data Disks. Remove the 
FACELIFT disk, and insert your own disk from which you wish to select a file to print. 
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STEP 2: PRINTING YOUR FILE 


1. If FACELIFT is on the data disk from which you wish to print a FILE, proceed to point 
2 below. 

If you are using FACELIFT on a separate disk, remove it and replace the data disk from 
which you wish to print a file. 

REMEMBER: DO NOTTURN OFF EITHER YOUR PRINTER OR YOUR QX-10. TURN¬ 
ING OFF EITHER ONE WILL RESET THE PRINTER BACK TO NORMAL. 

2. When printing in FACELIFT, only TRIMLINE uses the same RIGHT and LEFT margin 
settings as the normal PICA. 

When you are creating a file, it is sometimes advisable to set the RIGHT and LEFT 
margins before you begin. That way, you don’t have to go back and close the gaps caused 
by the previous breaks at the bottom of the page once the text is rearranged. 

TO SET MARGINS FOR EACH TYPEFACE, SEE APPENDIX 1-A. 

3. Then press PRINT as you would to print any file! You may use all of the QX-10 Print 
commands, including Correspondence Quality, although it will not work for every 
typeface. (SEE EXAMPLES in APPENDIX 1-A). 

4. When you are through printing BE SURE TO EITHER RESET THE PRINTER or 
TURN THE PRINTER OFF to CLEAR THE TYPEFACE unless you wish your next docu¬ 
ment to have the same look. 

B. PRINTING CP/M FILES 

STEP 1: SETTING YOUR PRINTER: 

METHOD A: IF FACELIFT IS ON YOUR PROGRAM DISK 

1. Save the file you wish to print, and return to the operating SYSTEM. 

2. If you are using an MX, RX or FX printer, at the prompt A> type MBASIC XF as 
shown below: 

A> MBASIC XF 

If you are using the EPSON LQ-1500, at the prompt A> type MBASIC LF as 

shown below: 

A>MBASIC LF 

3. Press RETURN. 

4. After a couple of seconds, the MICROSOFT BASIC copyright announcement will 
appear for a brief moment, followed almost immediately by the FACELIFT copyright 
screen. 

5. And that's it! You're in the program and the rest is even easier. 

6. On the FACELIFT copyright screen you will be instructed to PRESS ANY KEY for 
the TYPEFACE MENU. 

7. If your printer is not turned on or ready, you will be asked to MAKE SURE THAT 
YOUR PRINTER IS ON AND READY. 

Otherwise, you will not be able to enter the Menu. 

8. You will hear a BEEP from the printer signaling that it’s ready, and the Typeface 
Menu will come up on the screen. 

9. Select from the Menu by pressing the typing key letter that corresponds to the face 
you desire... B for Babyface, C for Condensed, etc. Your selection will appear in brackets 
at the bottom of the screen. 
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FOR THE FACELIFT COMBINATIONS YOU CAN USE WITH CP/M 
SEE APPENDIX 2-A 

(NOTE: Each time you make a selection, the screen will momentarily go blank, in¬ 
dicating that the printer is loading your request. If, by accident, you press a letter 
which does not correspond to one of the available typefaces, the Monitor will BEEP 
to signal your error, and no letter will enter the brackets.) 

_JL y ° U should press a typeface letter you do not want, simply hit the SPACE BAR to 
CLEAR the commands. You will hear a BEEP from the printer signaling that it is again 
ready.The letters will disappear from the brackets at the bottom of the screen. You may 
CLEAR the commands as many times as you need to. 

11. When you’ve made your selection, press RETURN, and the QX-10 will BEEP to 
signal that it’s going back to CP/M. 

12. After a moment, you'll once again see the prompt A>. 

THE PRINTER IS NOW SET! 

Proceed to STEP 2 page 10 to PRINT your file. 

METHOD B: HOW TO USE FACELIFT ON A SEPARATE DISK IN THE “B” 


1. With your CP/M systems or program disk in the LEFT drive, insert the FACELIFT disk 
in the RIGHT DRIVE. 

2. At the prompt A> type B: as below. 

A> 

A>B: 


3. Hit RETURN. 

4. If you have an MX, RX or FX printer, at the Prompt B> type MBASIC XF 
If you are using the LQ-1500, at the Prompt B> type MBASIC LF 


5. You will then get the MICROSOFT BASIC copyright announcement, followed almost 
immediately by the FACELIFT copyright screen. 

6. Proceed as from number 5. in Method A. 


METHOD C: HOWTO USE FACELIFT AS A SUPPLEMENTARY DISK IN THE 
“A” DRIVE 

1. Save the program you wish to print and return to the operating SYSTEM. 

2. Remove the disk. 

3. Insert the FACELIFT disk. 

4. If you are using an MX, RX, or FX printer, at the prompt A> type MBASIC XF as 
shown below: 

A> MBASIC FX 

If you are using the EPSON LQ-1500, at the prompt A> type MBASIC LF as 
below: 

A>MBASIC LF 


5. Press RETURN. 

6. After a couple of seconds, the MICROSOFT BASIC copyright announcement will 
appear for a brief moment, followed almost immediately by the FACELIFT copyriqht 
screen. 

7. Proceed as from point 5 in METHOD A. 
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METHOD D: USING FACELIFT BY ITSELF IN THE “A” DRIVE 

There may be times when you wish to set your printer without having another pro¬ 
gram or data disk In the machine. With the SYSTEMS commands on your disk, this 
Is possible by following the directions below. 

1. Place the FACELIFT disk in the Right Drive, turn the Power Switch on, and wait for 
the system to load. 

2. If you are using an MX, RX or FX printer, at the prompt A> type MBASIC XF 
as shown below: 

A> MBASIC FX 

If you are using the EPSON LQ-1500, at the prompt A> type MBASIC LF 
as shown below: 

A> MBASIC LF 

3. Press RETURN. 

4. After a couple of seconds, the MICROSOFT BASIC copyright announcement will 
appear for a brief moment, followed almost immediately by the FACELIFT copyright 
screen. 

Proceed as from point 5 in METHOD A. 

STEP 2: PRINTING YOUR FILE 

1. If FACELIFT is on the data disk from which you wish to print a FILE, proceed to point 
2 below. 

If you are using FACELIFT on a separate disk, remove it and replace the data disk from 
which you wish to print a file. 

REMEMBER: DO NOT TURN OFF YOUR PRINTER OR TURN OFF OR REBOOT 
YOUR QX-10. THIS WILL RESET THE PRINTER BACK TO NORMAL 

2. When printing in FACELIFT, only TRIMLINE uses the same RIGHT and LEFT margin 
settings as the normal PICA. 

When you are creating a file, it is sometimes advisable to set the RIGHT and LEFT 
margins before you begin. That way, you don’t have to go back and close the gaps caused 
by the previous breaks at the bottom of the page once the text is rearranged. 

TO SET MARGINS FOR EACH TYPEFACE, SEE APPENDIX 1-A 

3. Then use the program’s normal PRINT commands and PRINT as you would any 
file! 

4. When you are through printing be sure to either RESET THE PRINTER or TURN 
THE PRINTER OFF to CLEAR THE TYPEFACE unless you wish your next document to 
have the same look. 
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USING FACELIFT ON THE IBM ■ PC 

(NOTE: To operate FACELIFT on the IBM-PC, you must be using IBM-DOS1.1 or higher.) 

I. GETTING STARTED: _ 

Make a back-up copy! 

Before you do anything else, protect your FACELIFT disk by making a back-up copy. Use 
the Disk Copy function of your computer to copy the entire disk. Then store the original 
FACELIFT Disk where it will be safe and use the copy. 

II. SIMPLE METHOD: __ 

Transfer your FACELIFT program to your working disk. 

There are several easy ways to use FACELIFT. The simplest, however, Is to copy your 
FACELIFT program... XPC.BAS for any of the X Series Printers or LPC.BAS for the 
LQ-1500... onto a utility or program disk on which you have COMMANDS.COM and 
BASICA.COM or BASIC COM. 

Make certain that they are the FACELIFT Program is copied exactly as shown above. 
Then use FACELI FT by calling up B ASICA XPC or BASICA LPC at the prompt A> (OR B) 
and follow the instructions under part III which follows. (or BASIC XPC/BASIC LPC). 

III. KEEPING FACELIFT ON A SEPARATE DISK: _ 

You may decide that it is better to keep FACELIFT on a separate disk so as not to take up 
too much room on your data disks, or to avoid having to copy it to every data disk you are 
using. 

STEP 1. 

Format a disk with your computer’s FORMAT.COM. 

STEP 2. 

Copy XPC.BAS or LPC.BAS onto the disk. 

Use the copy commands for copying a single file, (ie. COPY A:LPC.BAS B: LPB.BAS) 
STEP 3. 

Add BASICA.COM to the disk. 

Then you must copy the BASICA.COM (or BASIC.COM) onto your FACELIFT disk using 
the COPY commands for copying a single file. 

Now you’re ready to operate FACELIFT. 

IV. USING FACELIFT. _ 

STEP 1: SETTING THE PRINTER 

1. If FACELIFT is already on the disk you are using, then go to point 2. 

If FACELIFT is on a SEPARATE DISK, remove your program or operating disk, insert the 
disk containing FACELIFT and proceed from point 2.

For the LQ-1500, at the prompt A> or (B>) type BASICA LPC

7. You will hear a BEEP from the printer signaling that it’s ready, and the Typeface 
Menu wil come up on the screen. 

8. Select from the Menu by pressing the typing key letter that corresponds to the face 
you desire... B for Babyface, C for Condensed, etc. Your selection will appear In brackets 
near bottom of the screen. On the LQ-1500, to print in <L>etterQuality, be sure to 
press <L>. 

SEE APPENDIX 2-A FOR COMBINATIONS YOU CAN USE WITH THE IBM. 

(NOTE:Each time you make a selection, the screen will momentarily go blank, in¬ 
dicating that the printer is loading your request. If, by accident, you press a letter 
which does not correspond to FACELIFT typefaces, the Monitor will BEEP to signal 
your error, and no letter will be recorded in the brackets.) 

9. If you should press a typeface letter you do not want, simply hit the SPACEBAR to 
CLEAR the commands. You will hear a BEEP from the printer signaling that it is again 
ready. The letters already in brackets will disappear from the screen. You may CLEAR the 
commands as many times as you need to. 

10. When you’ve made your selection, press RETURN and the Monitor will BEEP to let 
you know it's taking you back to your computer’s system. 

THE PRINTER IS NOW SET! 

STEP 2: PRINTING YOUR FILE 

1. If FACELIFT is on the program disk from which you wish to print a file or document, 
proceed to point 2 below. 

If you are using FACELIFT on a separate disk, remove it and replace the data disk from 
which you wish to print the file or document. 

REMEMBER: DO NOT TURN OFF EITHER YOUR PRINTER OR YOUR PC. 
TURNING OFF EITHER WILL RESET THE PRINTER BACK TO NORMAL. 

2. When printing in FACELIFT, only TRIM LINE uses the same RIGHT and LEFT margin 
settings as the normal PICA. 

If you are creating a file with a word processing program, it is sometimes advisable to set 
the RIGHT and LEFT margins before you begin. That way, you don’t have to go back and 
close the gaps caused by the previous breaks at the bottom of the page once the text is 
rearranged. 

TO SET MARGINS FOR EACH TYPEFACE, SEE APPENDIX 1-A. 

3. Print your file using the same commands as you normally would. 

4. When you are through printing BE SURE TO EITHER RESET THE PRINTER or 
TURN THE PRINTER OFF to CLEAR THE TYPEFACE unless you wish your next docu¬ 
ment to have the same look. 
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USING FACELIFT ON IBM - PC COMPATIBLE COMPUTERS 

(NOTE: To operate FACELIFT on, you must be using DOS 1.1 or higher.) 

I . GETTING STARTED: _ 

Make a back-up copy! 

Before you do anything else, protect your FACELIFT disk by making a back-up copy. Use 
the Disk Copy function of your computer to copy the entire disk. Then store the original 
FACELIFT Disk where it will be safe and use the copy. 

I I. SIMPLE METHOD: Transfer your FACELIFT program to your working 

disk. _ 

There are several easy ways to use FACELI FT. The simplest, however, is to use your com¬ 
puter's Disk Copy function to copy your FACELI FT program.. .XMS.BAS for any of the X 
Series Printers or LMS. BAS for the LQ-1500... onto a utility or program disk on which 
you have both COMMANDS. COM and either BASICA.COM or BASIC.COM. 

Make certain that the FACELIFT Programs is copied exactly as shown above. 

Then use FACELI FT by calling up BASIC XMS or BASIC LMS at the prompt A > (OR B > 
and follow the instructions under part ill which follows (or BASICA XMS: BASICA LMS). 

I II. KEEPING FACELIFT ON A SEPARATE DISK: _ 

You may decide that it is better to keep FACELIFT on a separate disk so as not to take up 
too much room on your program disks, or to avoid having to copy it to every program disk 
you are using. If so, follow both STEPS 1 and 2 below. 

STEP 1. 

Format a disk with your computer’s FORMAT.COM. 

STEP 2. 

Copy XPC.BAS or LPC.BAS onto the disk. Use the copy commands for copying a single 
file. 

STEP 3. 

Add BASIC.COM to the disk (or BASICA.COM). 

To copy the BASIC.COM onto your FACELIFT disk use the COPY Commands for copying 
a single file. 

Now you're ready to operate FACELIFT. 

I V. USING FACELIFT _ 

STEP 1: SETTING THE PRINTER. 

1. If FACELIFT is already on the disk you are using, then go to point 2. 

If FACELIFT is on a SEPARATE DISK, remove your program or operating disk, insert the 
disk containing FACELIFT and proceed from point 2.

For the LQ-1500, at the prompt A> (or B>) type BASIC LMS 

3. After a few seconds, you will see the FACELIFT copyright screen. 

4. And that’s it! You're in the program and the rest is even easier. 

5. On the FACELIFT copyright screen you will be instructed to PRESS ANY KEY for 
the TYPEFACE MENU. 
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USING FACELIFT WITH THE APPLE II SERIES 

I. GETTING STARTED: 


Make a back-up copy! 

Whatever you do, before you do anything else, protect your FACELIFT disk by making a 
back-up copy. See the Apple 11 DOS User's Manual on how to do this, and copy the entire 
disk. Then store the original FACELIFT Disk where it will be safe and use the copy. 

II. SIMPLE METHOD: 


Transfer your FACELIFT program to your working disk. 

You can use the FACELIFT disk you've just copied as you would any other APPLE II disk, 
directly in your disk drive. However, it may be far more convenient to put FACELIFT onto 
one of your program disks. 

To copy FACELI FT onto another diskette, follow the instructions in your User's Manual for 

COPYING a SINGLE FILE using the FILEM command. 

First be certain that the disk onto which you are copying FACELIFT has been INITIALIZED 
with a HELLO program, then copy the program which corresponds to your printer type, 

XFACE for the X Series Printers or LFACE for the LQ-1500. 

Make certain that they are copied exactly as shown above. 

Then use FACELIFT by TYPING XFACE or LFACE at the prompt ] and follow the instruc¬ 
tions under part III which follows. 

III. USING FACELIFT: _ 

STEP 1: MAKE CERTAIN THAT YOUR PRINTER BOARD IS IN PORT # 1. 

If your printer board is in any other port, the FACELIFT commands will not work. 

STEP 2: SETTING THE PRINTER 

1. Insert your FACELIFT disk in the DISK DRIVE and turn power switch on. 

2. For MX, RX and FX printers, at the prompt ].. .type RUN XFACE 
For the LQ-1500, at the prompt J.. .type RUN LFACE 

Almost immediately you will get the FACELIFT copyright screen. 

3. And that's it! You’re in the program and the rest is even easier. 

4. On the FACELIFT copyright screen you will be instructed to PRESS SPACE BAR 
TO CONTINUE. 

5. If your printer is not turned on, you will be told PRINTER NOT READY. 

6. Once you turn it on, you will hear a BEEP from the monitor signaling that it's ready, 
and the Typeface Menu will come up on the screen. 

7. If your printer is turned on, but not READY, the TYPEFACE MENU screen will ap¬ 
pear, but as soon as you select a typeface, the screen will say, “PRINTER NOT 
READY.” 

Once you make it ready by pushing the ON LINE button on the printer, the TYPEFACE 
MENU will re-appear. 

8. Select from the Menu by pressing the typing key letter that corresponds to the face 
you desire... B for Babyface, C for Condensed, etc. Your selection will appear between 
hyphens near the bottom of the screen. 

SEE APPENDIX 2-A FOR COMBINATIONS YOU CAN USE ON THE APPLE II 
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(NOTE: Each time you make a selection, the screen will mementarily go blank, in¬ 
dicating that the printer is loading your request. If, by accident, you press a letter 
that does not correspond to one of the typefaces, the Moniotr will BEEP to signal 
your error, and no letter will appear between the hyphens at the bottom of the 
screen.) 

9. If you should press a typeface letter you do not want, simply hit the SPACE BAR to 
CLEAR the commands. You will hear a BEEP from the printer signaling that it is again 
ready. The word CLEAR will appear again after the letter or the string of letters you have 
entered. Simply enter your new selection and it will show after the new CLEAR. You may 
CLEAR the commands as many times as you may need. 

10. When you’ve made your selection, press ESC or ESCAPE and the MONITOR will 
BEEP to let you know the printer is now set. 

YOU MAY TURN OFF YOUR COMPUTER WITHOUT AFFECTING THE PRINTER COM¬ 
MANDS. HOWEVER, TURNING OFFTHEPRINTER WILL RESET THE TYPEFACE TO THE 
PICA DEFAULT SETTING. 

STEP II: PRINTING YOUR FILE 

1. If FACELIFT is already on the disk from which you wish to print a file or document, 
then go to point 2 below. 

If FACELIFT is on a separate disk, remove it from the drive and replace it with the disk that 
contains the file you wish to print. 

2. When printing in FACELIFT, only TRIMLINE uses the same RIGHT and LEFT margin 
settings as the normal PICA. 

If you are creating a file with a word processsing program, it is sometimes advisable to set 
the RIGHT and LEFT margins before you begin. That way, you don’t have to go back and 
close the gaps caused by the previous breaks at the bottome of the page once the text is 
rearranged. 

TO SET MARGINS FOR EACH TYPEFACE, SEE APPENDIX 2-A. 

3. Then PRINT as you would any file per the APPLE II instructions. 

4. When you are through printing be sure to RESET THE COMPUTER with the PR# 0 
command, and RESET THE PRINTER either by running FACELIFT another time, or by 

TURNING THE PRINTER OFF to CLEAR THE TYPEFACE. Otherwise, your document 
will have the same look. 



TO USE FACELIFT FOR CP/M COMPUTERS WITH SV*” DISK DRIVES 

I . GETTING STARTED: _ 

Make a back-up copy! 

Before you do anything else, protect your FACELIFT disk by making a back-up copy. Use 
the Copy Disk function of your computer to copy the entire disk. Then store the original 
FACELIFT Disk where it will be safe and use the copy. 

I I. SIMPLE METHOD: _ 

Transfer your FACELIFT program to your working disk. 

There are several easy ways to use FACELIFT. The simplest, however, is to use the PIP or 
your computer’s COPY DISK function to copy your FACELIFT program... XC.BAS for 
any of the X Series Printers and LC.BAS for the LQ-1500. . .onto a utility or program disk 
on which you have both your SYSTEMS COMMANDS, and MBASIC.COM. 

Make certain that they are copied exactly as shown above. 

Then use FACELIFT by calling up MBASIC XCor MBASIC LCat the prompt A> or B> 
and follow the instructions in METHOD A or METHOD B under part III which follows. 

I II. KEEPING FACELIFT ON A SEPARATE DISK: _ 

You may decide that it is better to keep FACELIFT on a separate disk so as not to take up 
too much room on your data disks, or to avoid having to copy it to every data disk you are 
using. 

STEP 1: 

FORMAT a disk. 

STEP 2: 

Add the SYSTEMS COMMANDS. 

The SYSTEMS commands can be added in a couple of ways, the simplest being to use 
your CP/M COPYDISK or PIP function. 

Should you prefer, you may also use SYSGEN .COM to transfer the systems commands to 
your FACELIFT DISK. 

Please refer to your Computer's instruction manual or booklet for how to do this, and copy 
the SYSTEMS Files only. 

STEP 3: 

Copy MBASIC.COM to your FACELIFT disk. 

Use either your computer’s COPY DISK function if it has one, or the CP/M PIP command 
to copy MBASIC.COM from your CP/M Systems disk to the disk, you will use for 
FACELIFT. 

STEP 4: 

Copy the FACELIFT program XC.BAS or LC.BAS to the disk using the PIP Command. 
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IV. USING FACELIFT: 


STEP 1. SETTING THE PRINTER: 

METHOD A. 

1. Insert the disk containing FACELIFT into the LEFT Drive of your computer and turn 
the power switch on. Wait for the system to load. 

2. If you are using an MX, RX or FX printer, at the prompt A> type MBASIC XC as 
shown below: 

A> MBASIC XC 

If you are using the EPSON LQ-1500, at the prompt A > type MBASIC LC as shown 
below: 

A> MBASIC LC 

3. Press RETURN. 

4. After a couple of seconds, the MICROSOFT BASIC copyright announcement will 
appear for a brief moment, followed almost immediately by the FACELIFT copyright 
screen. 

5. And that’s it! You’re in the program and the rest is even easier. 

6. On the FACELIFT copyright screen you will be instructed to PRESS ANY KEY for 
the TYPEFACE MENU. 

7. If your printer is not turned on or ready, you will be asked to MAKE SURE THAT 
YOUR PRINTER IS ON AND READY. 

Otherwise, you will not be able to enter the Menu. 

8. You will hear a BEEP from the printer signaling that it's ready, and the Typeface 
Menu will come up on the screen. 

9. Select from the Menu by pressing the typing key letter that corresponds to the face 
you desire... B for Babyface, C for Condensed, etc. Your selection will appear in brackets 
at the bottom of the screen. On the LQ-1500, to print in < L>etter Quality, be sure to 
press <L>. 

FOR THE FACELIFT COMBINATIONS YOU CAN USE WITH CP/M 
SEE APPENDIX 2-A 

(NOTE: Each time you make a selection, the screen will momentarily go 
blank, indicating that the printer is loading your request. If, by accident, you 
press a letter which does not correspond to one of the FACELIFT typefaces, 
the Monitor will BEEP to signal your error, and no letter will enter the 
brackets.) 

10. If you should press a typeface letter you do not want, simply press the SPACE BAR 
to CLEAR the commands. 

You wiil hear a BEEP from the printer signaling that it is again ready. The letters will disap¬ 
pear from the brackets at the bottom of the screen. You may CLEAR the commands as 
many times as you need to. 

11. When you’ve made your selection, press RETURN, and the monitor will BEEP to 
signal that it’s going back to the system. 

12. After a moment, you’ll once again see the prompt A>. 

THE PRINTER IS NOW SET! Remove the FACELIFT disk, and insert your own disk from 
which you wish to select a file to print. 

13. Use the PRINT commands indicated for that file or program.

REMEMBER TO RESET YOUR PRINTER OR TO TURN IT OFF BEFORE YOU PRINT 
YOUR NEXT FILE, UNLESS YOU WISH TO PRINT IT IN THE PREVIOUS TYPEFACE. 

METHOD B: 

1. Insert your CP/M systems disk Into the LEFT drive and the FACELIFT disk in the 
RIGHT DRIVE. Turn on your computer’s power supply. 

2. At the Prompt A> type B: as shown. 

A>B: 

3. Hit RETURN. 

4. If you have an MX, RX or FX printer, at he Prompt B> type MBASIC XC 
If you are using the LQ-1500, at the Prompt B> type MBASIC LC 

5. You will then get the MICROSOFT BASIC copyright announcment, followed almost 
immediately by the FACELIFT copyright screen. 

6. Proceed as from number 5. in Method A. 

STEP 2. PRINTING YOUR FILE 

1. If FACELI FT is on the data disk from which you wish to print a FI LE, proceed to point 
2 below. 

If you are using FACELIFT on a separate disk, remove it and replace the data disk from 
which you wish to print a file. 

REMEMBER: DO NOT TURN OFF YOUR PRINTER OR TURN OFF OR REBOOT 
YOUR COMPUTER. THIS WILL RESET THE PRINTER BACK TO NORMAL. 

2. When printing in FACELIFT, only TRIMLINE uses the same RIGHT and LEFT margin 
settings as the normal PICA. 

When you are creating a file, it is sometimes advisable to set the RIGHT and LEFT 
margins before you begin. That way, you don’t have to go back and close the gaps caused 
by the previous breaks at the bottom of the page once the text is rearranged. 

TO SET MARGINS FOR EACH TYPEFACE, SEE APPENDIX 1-A. 

3. Then use the program’s normal PRINT commands and PRINT as you would any 
file! 

4. When you are through printing be sure to either RESET THE PRINTER or TURN 
THE PRINTER OFF to CLEAR THE TYPEFACE unless you wish your next document to 
have the same look. 
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INSTRUCTIONS FOR USING FACELIFT WITH 
WORD PROCESSING PROGRAMS 


1. USING FACELIFT WITH TEXT EMBEDDED COMMANDS: 

Many word processing packages incorporate some of the same commands as FACELI FT 
in what are called ‘'TEXT EMBEDDED” commands. These are usually limited to BOLD or 
DOUBLESTRIKE or SHADED (which is often a combination of the first two) and 
UNDERLINE, and they can be generated within the actual body of the document you are 
creating. Occasionally, some programs also offer ITALIC and SUBSCRIPT or 
SUPERSCRIPT. 

Often, these commands will conflict with, combine with or "over ride” the FACELIFT 
commands. This will sometimes cause other than expected results from your print out. 
It might also create some pleasant, albeit unexpected, surprises. 

To be on the safe side when using word processing programs, try a short test run first so 
that you will know which of the FACELIFT selections and combinations will or will not 
work. 

This could save you time and confusion later. 

2. COMBINING ONE OR MORE FACELIFT TYPEFACES ON A SINGLE PAGE OR 
IN A DOCUMENT: 

FACELIFT sets your printer, not your computer. Therefore, it is not possible to print a 
single file or document in two or more different faces unless you follow the procedure 
below: 

To print two or more different faces on one page, you must create a different file 
for each face. 

An example would be a title in WIDE DOUBLESTRIKE HEAVY, and a presenta¬ 
tion date in BABYFACE ELITE. 

To do this, you make a file for the TITLE, carefully setting the VERTICAL TAB to 
where you wish the title to be, and a separate file for the DATE, setting the VER¬ 
TICAL TAB so that it falls above or below the TITLE. 

You then run the first file through the printer, roll the paper back to the start 
point for that page, reset the printer, and print the second file. 

This same procedure can be used to put an entire paragraph or block into the 
center of a page in a typeface different than which is above or below it. 

Simply create a file for one face with an opening in the center large enough for 
your “insert”, and print the page. Roll back the printer to the start point for that 
page, reset the typeface and print the “insert". 

Obviously, to print in a different typeface for an entire page within a document, 
you must create a separate file for that page. 

3. MARGINS: 

The margin settings shown on the VALDOCS Typeface examples (APPENDIX 1-A) will 
give you the equivalent of a LEFT MARGIN of 10 and a RIGHT MARGIN of 70. With a 
modest amount of usage, you will be able to quickly find other margin settings. 

4. PICA: 

PICA is the normal setting for an EPSON PRINTER. The FACELIFT commands calling for 
PICA are given by pressing only the descriptors which follow the word PICA. 

For example, for PICA DOUBLESTRIKE ITALIC you would press only <D>oublestrike 
< I Malic. 

5. REMEMBER: Once your printer is set by FACELIFT for a particular typeface, it will 
remain set until it is either turned off, or until you run FACELIFT another time. 
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FACELIFT INSTRUCTIONS FOR PROGRAMS OTHER 
THAN WORD PROCESSING 


1. Do not make any FACELIFT combinations which are not shown in APPENDIX 2-A. 
They will not work. 

2. When using FACELIFT with IBM, CP/M and Apple programs, the margin and column 
settings for those programs will be in effect. As a general rule, you can use the margins 
shown in the VALDOCS examples in Appendix 1 -A, but for some programs, you may want 
to make your own adjustments. 

3. REMEMBER: Once the printer is set by FACELIFT for a particular typestyle, it will re¬ 
main set until such time as you either turn off the printer or reset it by re-running the pro¬ 
gram. 

4. To print any of the PICA faces shown in APPENDIX 2-A, simply press the commands 
which follow PICA in the samples. 

For example, for PICA DOUBLESTRIKE HEAVY, all you need to push is < D>oublestrike 
and <H>eavy. 

For PICA ITALICS, all you press is <l> talic, etc. 
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A SPECIAL NOTE ABOUT THE EPSON LQ-1500 PRINTER 

For FACELIFT to print all of the typefaces listed for the LQ-1500, you should set the 

PRINTER’S DIP SWITCHES to the DRAFT MODE. 

If you prefer to keep the switch set for LETTER QUALITY, then you will only be able to 
print those faces listed on page 60-64 of APPENDIX 2A. 

REMEMBER, if the switch is set to Letter Quality, you do not press the letter < L> when 
selecting the typestyles.
